probably the historic Sinclair ZX81. Countless 
computer addicts first cut their teeth on the little black 
box with the dreaded RAM-pack wobble. 

Others, meanwhile, gained access to a more 
powerful machine, the legendary Commodore PET. With 
its typewriter-style keyboard the PET had everything, 
even floppy disk drives! As the public became aware of 
the home computer's potential both Sinclair and 
Commodore unveiled their next generation of machines. 

The Vic-20 seemed to have it all, a proper 
keyboard, colour graphics, even sound! Sinclair, 
meanwhile, was proudly showing off its new toy, the 
world-famous ZX Spectrum. What with a full 16K in even 
the most basic model, the Spectrum looked set to 
dominate the home computer market. 

As more people became home computer owners so 
the demand for software grew. It was around this time 
that Terminal Software was born. Fronted by a youthful 
Andy Hieke, Terminal became Binary Design, which in 
turn became Creative Materials. Games-X talked to

The other path is the console market with both 
Nintendo and Sega.
